CLOSE GRAZING OF PASTURES 


The question of the influence of 
the stage of growth on the composi- 
tion of grasses has long been under 
investigation and it is now a well 
established fact that young grass is 
much more nutritious than that ap- 
proaching maturity. The chief dif- 
ferences in composition lie in the 
variations of fibre and protein con- 
tent; the percentage of fibre in- 
creasing and that of protein de- 
creasing with maturity. Not only is 
the fibre content markedly lower 
in the young grass but such fibre 
as is present is more digestible than 
that of the ripe grass. A considera- 
tion of the ranges of protein content 
shows strikingly the greater value 
of young grass. For example, the 
percentage of protein in timothy 
“just speared’ 'is double that at the 
“seed fully formed” stage. Knowl- 
edge of these variations in composi- 
tion has long been the basis of the 
advice that it is good practice to 
cut grass for hay very shortly after 
the formation of seed. In recent 
years the possibilities of considering 
young grass as a furnisher of pro- 
tein in the ration has been suggest- 
ed. 

In several — coifntries notably 
Germany and England a system of 
pasturage known as “close-grazing” 
has been tried out, in recent years. 
By this plan it was expected that 
grass lands could be made to 
furnish a fairly high) protein con- 
centrate in the form of very young 
“rass in continuous supplies. This 
is done by cropping the area fairly 
close, moving the animals, heavily 
fertilizing with nitrogenous fertil- 
izers e, g. nitrate of soda, and al-) 
lowing the grass, to grow, say, ten 
days or a fortnight, before again 
cropping. A preliminary experiment 
conducted by the Division of Chem- 
istry, Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
during the past summer, to obtain ' 
Canadian data on this subject, has 
given some interesting results. Of 
four plots, one cut weekly; one, fort- 
nightly; one, every third week and 
one as hay, the plot cut every third 
week furnished the largest amount 
of digestible dry matter and of 
protein.

ABNORMAL AND DISCOLOURED | 


SEED WHEAT 


If seed wheat contains abnormal 


or discoloured kernels a first class | 
crop cannot be grown to maturity ; 


even under ideal climatic conditions. 
Weather conditions, such as pre 
vailed in the prairie provinces of 
Canada during the harvest time of 
127, tended to ‘bring out 
abnormalities and discolourations in 


grain to a more marked extent than | 


usual, 

Shrivelled, shrunken and pimpled 
or blistered wheat should be avoid- 
ed. Shrivelled or shrunken kernels 
may be the result of badly rusted 
wheat or may be indicative of the 
presence of a fungus within 


seed, while frozen wheat has a 


|pimpled or blistered seed coat, A 


mummified kernel which is white 
to gray in colour is typical of the 
presence of a very serious and des- 
tructive fungus disease. 

Discolourations such as green, 
pink and black are also very com- 
mon. Green kernels denote lack of 
maturity, while the cause of the dis- 
tinct pinkish discolouration so often 
found is not definitely known. Black- 
kernels are typical of 
presence of a number of different 
wheat parasites. If the tip of the 
germ and is inky black in colour 
very frequently the 
cause. If blackening is evident at 
different places on the seed coat, 
fungi, Which cause root diseases of 
cereals, are often present.
